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MEMORIAL    RESOLUTION  ADOPTED    BY    THE   BOARD 
OF   TRUSTEES. 

Wheeeas  the  Trustees  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  have 
heard  with  deep  regret  of  the  death  of  Mr.  James 
Henry  Smith,  one  of  the  most  generous  benefactors 
of  the  Hospital,  and  whose  recent  magnificent  gift 
will  enable  the  Hospital  to  continue  its  work  in  much 
larger  proportions  and  much  greater  efficiency  than 
ever  before; 

Be  it  resolved  that  the  Trustees  express  their  great 
sorrow  that  he  should  have  been  taken  away  at  so 
early  an  age  and  before  he  had  seen  the  results  of  his 
munificence  to  this  Hospital.  His  thoughtful,  consid- 
erate and  continuous  liberality  to  philanthropic  en- 
terprises indicated  that  his  was  a  useful  life  and  that 
he  was  engaged  in  generously  administering  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  a  large  fortune ;  while  his  modesty  was 
shown  in  the  quiet  and  unostentatious  way  in  which 
he  made  his  gift  to  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  and  his  in- 
sistence that  no  demonstration  of  any  kind  should  be 
made  in  reference  to  him  when  he  came  to  Chicago. 

The  Trustees  feel  that  the  loss  of  one  so  noble  in  his 
character,  so  gentle  in  his  demeanor,  and  so  careful 
and  thorough  in  the  work  which  he  had  set  himself  to 
do,  is  a  loss  not  only  to  this  Hospital  and  his  imme- 
diate friends,  but  also  to  the  community  at  large.  All 
his  life  he  was  generous  and  benevolent;  alike  when 
he  had  small  means  and  when  he  had  large  means.  He 
leaves  an  example  for  which  the  world  must  needs  be 
all  the  better.

Be  it  further  resolved  that  a  copy  of  these  resolu- 
tions to  be  sent  to  the  widow  of  Mr.  Smith,  with  an  as- 
surance of  the  sympathy  of  the  Trustees  in  her  great 
bereavement,  and  of  the  anxiety  of  the  Trustees  faith- 
fully and  lovingly  to  discharge  the  duties  laid  upon 
them  by  Mr.  Smith,  both  for  the  good  which  he  in- 
tended his  benefaction  to  accomplish  and  also  for  the 
honor  which  they  have  for  him. 
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Forty- Fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees 
of  St.  Luke's  Hospital. 

The  Trustees  herewith  present  their  report  for  the 
year  ending  September  30th,  1907. 

The  Hospital  year  has  been  on  the  whole  satis- 
factory. The  amount  of  work  done,  and  the  propor- 
tion of  free  to  pay  work  remains  about  the  same  as 
last  year.  The  noise  and  confusion  incident  to  laying 
the  foundation  of  the  George  Smith  Memorial  inter-^ 
f  ered  in  some  degree  with  our  private  patient  service. 
This  resulted  in  a  greater  loss  than  is  usual  during 
the  summer  months.  Hereafter  the  construction  work 
will  not  affect  the  general  work  of  the  Hospital  in  any 
marked  degree. 

The  Hospital  finances  are  in  a  reasonably  gratify- 
ing condition.  We  note,  however,  with  regret,  a  ma- 
terial reduction  in  the  contributions  of  churches  and 
individuals  for  current  expenses.  This  is  unfortunate 
because  our  free  work  is  entirely  dependent  on  our 
income.  The  demand  for  this  work  is  likely  to  be 
much  greater  during  the  next  year  than  it  has  been 
for  a  number  of  years  past. 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  the  most  profound  grief  and 
loss,  not  only  to  the  Hospital  but  to  the  community, 
that  we  chronicle  the  death  of  St.  Luke's  benefactor, 
Mr.  James  Henry  Smith.  The  George  Smith  Memo- 
rial will  stand  not  only  as  a  memorial  of  George 
Smith,  but  also  as  a  monument  to  its  most  generous 
donor. 

The  Trustees  have  a  deep  sense  of  the  responsi- 
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bilities  which  they  have  assumed  in  connection  with 
the  new  Memorial  building.  They  have  endeavored 
to  conform  in  all  respects  to  the  known  wishes  of  Mr- 
Smith,  and  have  adhered  in  every  detail  to  the  plans 
which  had  met  with  his  approbation.  The  work  of 
construction  was  commenced  in  June,  and  has  been 
pushed  as  rapidly  as  conditions  would  permit.  It  is 
expected  that  the  building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy 
not  later  than  September  1st,  1908. 

While  the  plans  for  the  Memorial  contemplate  the 
erection  and  operation  of  a  modern  hospital  of  the 
highest  class,  which  will  afford  the  best  facilities  for 
the  treatment  of  patients  and  offer  all  the  comforts 
and  conveniences  which  are  compatible  with  efficient 
work,  the  Trustees  deprecate  the  prevalent  idea  that 
it  is  to  be  extravagant  in  any  respect,  and  that  it  is 
to  be  conducted  for  the  wealthy  only.  It  is  their  in- 
tention to  provide  in  the  combined  buildings  accom- 
modations of  all  grades,  from  the  open  wards  to  lux- 
urious suites  of  private  rooms.  The  same  facilities 
for  proper  and  effective  medical  treatment  will  be  fur- 
nished to  all.  In  fact  the  Trustees  are  planning 
largely  to  increase  the  charitable  work  of  the  insti- 
tution. It  is  their  intention  to  transfer  practically  all 
the  private  patients  to  the  Memorial,  and  to  devote 
all  the  available  space  thus  vacated  to  the  care  of 
patients  who  pay  little  or  nothing.  It  is  expected 
that  the  earnings  of  the  new  building  will  provide  in 
a  large  measure  for  the  expenses  of  the  greatly  en- 
larged free  service. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  wise  to  remind  the 
friends  of  the  Hospital  that  the  above  plans  will  mean 
extensive  changes  in  the  older  building,  in  order  to 
adapt  for  charitable  use  the  space  now  occupied  by 
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private  rooms.  No  part  of  the  money  given  for  the 
Memorial  can  be  used  for  this  purpose.  It  will  have 
to  come  from  other  sources. 

The  Woman's  Board  and  its  Committees  continue 
as  a  large  factor  in  the  success  of  the  Hospital  and 
its  work.  The  extensive  improvements  in  the  various 
wards  as  well  as  assistance  given  in  other  ways  are 
evidences  of  their  strong  and  well  directed  interest. 

The  Linen  Committee  has  pursued  its  work  along 
the  same  lines  as  in  previous  years  and  has  met  with 
the  same  abundant  success. 

Mr.  John  F.  Harris  contributed  $562.00  for  the  re- 
fitting and  equipping  of  the  Florence  Ward  dressing 
room,  which  is  now  complete  in  all  details. 

Mr.  William  G.  Hibbard/Jr.,  contributed  $300.00 
which  was  expended  for  improvements  in  the  Hibbard 
Ward. 

From  the  Horace  P.  Taylor  Estate  the  Hospital  re- 
ceived the  sum  of  $14,659.68. 

From  the  Estate  of  Margaret  O'Donoghue  we  re- 
ceived $496.72.  The  real  estate  has  been  sold  and  the 
Hospital  holds  a  mortgage  for  $2,000.00. 

The  Hospital  is  also  a  beneficiary  under  the  will  of 
the  late  Daniel  G.  Shipman.

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Superintendent's  Report. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Luke's   Hospital: 

Gentlemen:  I  beg  to  present  herewith  my  report 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1907.  The 
tabulated  matter  which  follows  will  afford  informa- 
tion as  to  the  work  of  the  year  and  the  report  of  the 
auditors,  Messrs.  Dickinson,  Wilmot  &  Sterrett,  of- 
fers exact  information  as  to  the  cost  of  operation  and 
the  financial  condition  at  the  end  of  that  period. 

There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of 
patient  days  and  a  very  small  decrease  in  the  num- 
ber of  individuals  treated  in  the  wards,  but  a  large  in- 
crease in  the  number  treated  in  the  dispensary.  The 
proportion  of  free  work  excluding  the  dispensary, 
which  is  almost  wholly  free,  is  thirty-six  and  seven- 
tenths  per  cent,  or  nearly  the  same  as  last  year. 

It  may  be  noted  that  there  is  an  increase  in  the  cost 
per  patient  day  which  is  due  in  part  to  the  increased 
number  of  pupil  nurses  who  are  being  trained  in  order 
that  we  may  have  them  in  readiness  when  the  new 
building  is  completed,  but  mainly  to  the  steady  rise  in 
the  cost  of  nearly  every  thing  which  is  used  in  the 
operation  of  the  institution. 

The  construction  of  the  new  building,  which  has  been 
under  way  since  June,  has  been  the  source  of  consider- 
able annoyance  to  our  patients  and  resulted  in  a  marked 
reduction  in  the  amount  of  work  and  in  the  earnings 
from  pay  patients.  It  is  probable  that  our  earnings 
will  be  affected  in  some  degree  until  the  completion 
of  the  structure. 
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The  improved  real  estate  of  the  Hospital  is  in  good 
condition,  is  rented  to  good  advantage,  and  the  net  re- 
turns for  the  year  show  an  increase  of  about  fifteen 
per  cent,  over  last  year.  The  unimproved  real  estate, 
however,  continues  to  be  the  source  of  rather  consid- 
erable expense  for  taxes  and  assessments. 

The  matter  of  changes  which  will  be  necessary  in 
the  older  buildings  when  the  George  Smith  Memorial 
is  ready  for  occupancy  must  receive  consideration. 
More  room  will  be  required  for  the  laundry;  the  din- 
ing rooms  for  both  nurses  and  doctors  should  be  en- 
larged; more  dormitory  accomodations  will  be  neces- 
sary for  the  internes,  also  for  female  employes.  We 
are  now  using  one  flat  and  a  part  of  another  in  the 
Saranac  for  sleeping  rooms  for  nurses. 

Various  improvements  have  been  made  possible  by 
the  Woman's  Board  and  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  Among  the  more  important  of  these  are  tile 
floors,  marble  wainscoting,  new  plumbing,  linen  clos- 
ets and  metal  lockers  in  the  accessory  rooms  of  the 
Hibbard  and  in  the  dressing  room  of  the  Florence 
ward  and  marble  partitions  to  replace  all  wooden  par- 
titions throughout  all  lavatories. 

We  have  again  to  make  acknowledgment  of  our 
thanks  to  Messrs.  Wilmot,  Dickinson  and  Sterrett  for 
gratuitous  services  in  making  an  exhaustive  examina- 
tion of  the  finances  of  the  institution ;  also  to  Mr.  Emil 
Eudolph  for  professional  services  in  connection  with 
the  new  building.

Owing  to  the  rapid  progress  being  made  in  the 
building  of  the  Smith  Memorial,  we  are  increasing  the 
number  of  pupil  nurses  gradually,  intending  to  have 
a  staff  of  ninety  in  training  when  our  annex  is  opened. 
In  January  we  made  a  change  in  our  curriculum, 
starting  a  preparatory  course,  which  is  proving  very 
satisfactory.  For  the  first  four  months  pupil  nurses 
spend  only  four  hours  on  regular  ward  duty  (after 
they  are  accepted),  the  rest  of  the  day,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Sunday,  being  employed  by  theoretical 
instruction,  study,  and  rest  hours,  and  special  practical 
work,  i.  e.,  in  the  drug  room,  linen  room,  diet  kitchen, 
out-patients  department,  dressing  rooms,  and  store 
room. 

When  the  change  in  the  theoretical  work  was  in- 
stituted Dr.  E.  V.  Tim  merman  was  appointed  to  take 
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charge  of  same.  This  appointment  of  a  special  in- 
structress has  filled  a  long  felt  want,  by  enabling  us 
to  give  the  majority  of  class  and  lecture  work  in  the 
day  time.  It  is  with  regret  that  we  accepted  the  resig- 
nation of  Miss  Emily  Mussen,  who  has  filled  the  posi- 
tion of  first  assistant  so  ably  for  the  past  two  years ;  her 
vacancy  will  be  filled  by  our  recent  night  supervisor, 
Miss  G.  B.  Critchell.  The  nurses  are  indebted  to  the 
Woman's  Board  for  the  enjoyable  reception  given 
to  the  graduating  class.  Thanks  are  due  to  the  many 
friends  of  the  Training  School  who  have  remembered 
the  nurses  by  sending  them  tickets  to  concerts,  and 
theatres,  also  to  the  trustees  of  the  Orchestral  Asso- 
ciation which  enabled  us  to  send  ten  nurses  weekly  to 
the  Thomas  concert,  during  the  spring.  The  follow- 
ing are  some  of  the  institutional  positions  filled  by  our 
graduates  during  the  past  year.

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Chaplain's  Report. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital, 

Gentlemen:  It  gives  me  pleasure  that  the  past 
year  has  been  the  most  satisfactory  during  my  incum- 
bency at  St.  Luke's. 

The  chapel  services  have  been  maintained  as  usual; 
a  source  of  much  moral  comfort  and  support,  I  am  sure, 
both  to  the  nurses  and  convalescing  patients  who  can 
attend.  In  the  wards  and  private  rooms  alike  there 
seems  to  have  been  a  warm  appreciation  of  my  min- 
istrations. At  no  time  during  my  chaplaincy  have  I 
received  more  effective  aid  from  both  doctors  and 
nurses.  In  part  this  may  be  due  to  the  increased  con- 
fidence that  comes  with  long  acquaintance,  for  I  am 
just  now  entering  upon  my  ninth  year  of  service ;  or  it 
may  be  due  to  the  higher  regard  for  physiological 
work  wrought  by  suggestion  and  prayer,  evidenced  in 
the  remarkable  developments  in  the  realm  psycholog- 
ical during  recent  years.  A  wider  field  seems  to  be 
opening  to  the  hospital  chaplain,  with  promise  of  in- 
creased sympathy  and  support  on  the  part  of  the 
medical  fraternity.  We  hope  to  be  equal  to  the  in- 
creased possibilities  and  responsibilities,  and  are  most 
grateful  for  the  sympathy  and  help  accorded. 

The  circle  of  acquaintance  widens  yearly  and  the 
calls  for  ministrations  among  those  who  have  gone  out 
from  St.  Luke's  increases,  noticeably  taxing  our  time; 
but  the  fruits  of  our  efforts  likewise  become  more  ap- 
parent giving  much  encouragement.    I  have  officiated 
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at  six  baptisms,  two  weddings,  and  four  burials  dur- 
ing the  year. 

As  in  past  years  we  are  greatly  indebted  to  the 
Union  League  Club  and  many  other  friends  for  li- 
brary matter  so  much  desired  by  the  patients.

3.  A  donation  of  $300  supports  a  bed  in  an  open  ward  for  one  year. 

4.  A  donation  of  $3,000  endows  a  bed  in  an  open  ward  during  the 
life-time  of  the  donor. 

5.  Any  room  not  endowed  may  be  granted  by  the  Trustees  to  the 
endower  of  a  bed  during  his  life-time,  and  he  may,  during  that  period, 
enjoy  all  the  privileges  accruing  in  perpetuity  from  the  endowment  of 
the  room,  in  addition  to  the  perpetual  privileges  accruing  from  the 
endowment  of  a  bed.  An  additional  endowment  of  $5,000,  at  any  time, 
shall  endow  said  room  in  perpetuity. 

6.  Any  room,  not  endowed  and  not  granted  as  provided  in  Section  4, 
may  be  granted  by  the  Trustees,  to  the  supporter  of  a  bed,  and  he  may, 
during  the  year  in  which  he  supports  the  bed,  enjoy  the  privileges 
accruing  in  perpetuity  from  the  endowment  of  a  room,  subject  to  termi- 
nation at  the  close  of  any  year. 

7.  No  ward,  or  other  division  of  the  Hospital,  shall  be  named  with- 
out action  of  the  Trustees. 

Note. — The  endowment  of  a  bed  entitles  the  endower  to  nominate  one 
patient  at  a  time  to  an  open  ward  bed  free  of  charge  at  any  time  when 
there  is  such  abed  vacant,  and,  if  all  the  beds  are  filled,  to  the  preference 
over  other  applicants  when  a  bed  becomes  vacant. 

If  an  endower  desires  any  service  from  the  Hospital  in  excess  of  that 
furnished  the  open  wards,  a  bill  will  be  rendered  at  current  rates,  and 
the  current  ward  chargo,  which  is  at  present  $8.00  per  week,  will  be 
credited  to  the  endower  on  the  bill. 

The  endower  of  a  bed  in  perpetuity  has  the  right  to  name  a  successor, 
which  right  to  name  a  successor  shall  belong  to  each  successor.  If  an 
endower  or  his  successor  fails  to  name  a  successor  it  will  be  deemed  to 
lodge  the  right  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital,  who  will  thereafter 
exercise  the  right  of  nomination  to  the  endowed  bed. 

THE  PERSONS  NOMINATED  TO  FREE  BEDS  SHOULD  BE 
WORTHY  SUBJECTS  FOR  SUCH  CHARITY. 


Free  and  Part  Pay  Patients 


VT/hE  Hospital  will,  when  there  are  vacant  beds  in  the  open  wards, 

A     receive  patients  whose  means  are  very  limited  for  any  sum  which 

they  may  be  able  to  pay,  and  those  without  means  as  wholly  free 

patients,  provided  they  are   admissable  under  the  rule  governing  the 

admission  of  patients. 

Applications  of  the  admission  of  patients,  who  are  unable  to  apply  in 
person,  must  be  made  prior  to  sending  them,  and  should  be  made 
between  the  hours  of  nine  A.  M.  and  five  P.  M.  All  promises  of  admis- 
sion are  made  subject  to  the  result  of  an  examination,  as  to  admissibil- 
ity, on  their  arrival  at  the  Hospital. 

Persons  making  application  on  behalf  of  others  should  be  able  to 
furnish  concise  information  on  the  following  points  : 

The  nature  of  the  disease  or  injury. 

The  duration  of  the  disease  or  the  date  of  the  injury. 

Present  condition  of  the  patient. 

What  treatment  if  any  has  been  received  ? 

Is  the  patient  able  to  pay  the  full  rate,  or  pay  in  part,  or  is  he  or  she 
a  proper  subject  for  admission  as  a  free  patient  ? 

Patients  will  in  the  usual  course  be  received  only  between  the  hours 
of  nine  A.  M.  and  five  P.  M..  but  emergency  cases  will  be  received  at 
any  hour. 

In  the  Dispensary,  which  is  open  for  the  treatment  of  patients  from 
eight  A.  M.  to  five  P.  M.,  emergency  cases  will  always  be  treated,  but  in 
the  usual  course  only  those  who  are  unable  to  pay  for  treatment  pri- 
vately will  be  treated. 


EXTRACT  FROM  THE  RULES 


"The  Hospital  is  for  the  treatment  of  acute,  curable,  non-contagious 
diseases  and  injuries.  The  following  are  inadmissible  :  Sufferers  from 
contagious,  dangerously  infectious,  or  incurable  diseases,  cancers  of  an 
incurable  and  offensive  nature,  drug  habits,  delirium  tremens,  insanity, 
venereal  diseases,  phthisis  and  persons  whose  presence  in  the  wards 
would  be  prejudicial  to  the  welfare  of  the  other  patients." 

"  Patients  who  refuse  to  accept  the  treatment  prescribed  by  the 
Medical  Staff,  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  reasonable  instructions  of 
the  physicians  or  nurses,  or  who  wilfully  violate  the  rules  of  the 
Hospital  will  be  discharged." 


...Private   Rooms... 

The  private  rooms  of  the  Hospital  are  maintained  for  the  benefit  of 
those  who  desire  superior  accommodations  and  are  able  to  pay  the  Hos- 
pital charges  in  full. 

The  reputable  and  otherwise  acceptable  physicians  of  the  city  are 
invited  to  treat  their  patients  in  the  private  rooms.  They  will  have  at 
their  disposal  all  the  facilities  of  the  institution. 

RATES : 

Rooms  (2  and  3  beds),  $12  to  $14  each  bed  per  week.  Single  rooms  $16 
and  upward  per  week.  Special  Nurse,  undergraduate,  $15  per  week. 
Special  Nurse,  graduate,  $25  per  week. 

Rates  are  the  same  whether  the  patient  be  a  child  or  an  adult. 

The  rates  named  include  room,  board,  ordinary  medicines  and  dress- 
ings, the  services  of  the  nurse  of  the  ward,  and  of  the  House  Staff.  All 
fractions  of  a  day  will  be  charged  for  as  a  day. 

An  extra  charge  will  be  made  for  examinations  made  in  the  Patho- 
logical Laboratory,  for  the  use  of  the  operating  room,  for  the  services 
of  special  nurses  when  they  are  required,  either  by  order  of  the 
Attending  Physician  or  Surgeon,  or  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  patient, 
and  for  all  extraordinary  articles  of  diet,  wines,  medicines,  apparatus, 
dressings,  etc. 

Friends  of  patients  will  be  accommodated  with  room  and  board  (the 
regular  bill  of  fare  onty)  when  conditions  will  permit.  The  rate  for 
any  room  will  be  the  same  as  though  occupied  by  a  patient. 

Personal  clothing  will  not  be  furnished  patients,  nor  will  patients' 
clothing  be  laundered. 

The  Hospital  will  not  be  responsible  for  money  or  valuables  unless 
they  are  deposited  in  the  office  for  safe  keeping. 

Visitors  will  be  admitted  between  the  hours  of  10  a.  m.  and  9  p.  m., 
unless  their  presence  is  deemed  prejudicial  to  the  welfare  of  the  patient. 

Complaints  should  be  made  directly  to  the  Superintendent. 

All  bills  are  payable  strictly  in  advance. 


...Open  Wards... 

The  maximum  rate  is  $8  per  week.  In  cases  where  the  circumstances 
warrant  it  a  reduction  is  made,  and  a  certain  proportion  are  admitted 
free. 

AS  TO  FEES : 

Pay  patients  should  make  their  own  arrangements  as  to  fees  with  the 
members  of  the  Medical  Board  by  whom  they  are  treated. 

"  No  member  of  the  Attending  Staff  will  make  any  charge  for  pro- 
fessional services  for  attendance  upon  any  patient  who  does  not  pay  in 
full  the  Hospital  charge  for  board,  room  and  nursing ;  where  the 
patient  is  nominated  by  the  endower  of  a  bed  or  room,  but  is  neverthe- 
less able  to  pay  for  the  services  of  the  physician  or  surgeon  in  charge, 
physicians'  or  surgeons'  fees  may  be  charged,  if  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Hospital  authorities  it  is  thought  just  and  proper. 

"The  services  of  the  Attending  Staff  are  gratuitous  to  all  patients 
who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Hospital  authorities,  are  unable  to  pay  for 
the  same. 

"  No  officer,  interne,  nurse  or  servant  is  allowed  to  receive  any  fee  or 
gift  from  a  patient  without  the  formal  permission  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees." 
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
